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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office action is responsive to the application filed 3/9/2004. Claims 1-20 are 
presented for examination. 

Priority 

The present Applicant is noted as being a Continuation-in-Part of U.S. Patent No. 
6,708,268. 



Specification 

Paragraph 1 of page 1 of the specification should be amended to delete the CIP's serial 
number and replace it with U.S. Patent No. 6,708,268. 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 4,6, and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
As per claims 4 and 14 the term —6 big literal- should be amended to —6 bit literal — . 
As per claim 6, for purposes of form, the Examiner suggests placing a period after the 
claim number. Appropriate correction is required.

Double Patenting 

Claims 1 and 1 1 are directed to the same invention as that of claims 1 and 2, respectively 
of commonly assigned U.S. Patent No.. 6,708,268. The issue of priority under 35 U.S.C. 102(g) 
and possibly 35 U.S.C. 102(f) of this single invention must be resolved. 

Since the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office normally will not institute an interference 
between applications or a patent and an application of common ownership (see MPEP Chapter 
2300), the assignee is required to state which entity is the prior inventor of the conflicting subject 
matter. A terminal disclaimer has no effect in this situation since the basis for refusing more 
than one patent is priority of invention under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) and not an extension of 
monopoly. 

Failure to comply with this requirement will result in a holding of abandonment of this 
application. 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 
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A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that 
of claims 1 and 2, respectively, of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,708,268. This is a double patenting 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Boles et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,708,268). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1 . 132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
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As per claims 1 and 1 1 , the limitations of the claims are taught by claims 1 and 2 of 
Boles, respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-10 and 12-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 

would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 

claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
As per claims 2-10 and 12-20, the prior art of record does not specifically teach nor 

suggest, either alone or in combination, each of the limitations of the aforementioned claims.
